DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Clainns 1-6, drawn to graph generating method of multidimensional data, 
classified in class 345, subclass 440. 

II. Claims 7-8, drawn to window pane and drop down box method, classified 
in class 707, subclass 3. 

III. Claim 9, drawn to GUI implementation method displaying and analyzing 
data in a multidimensional dataset, classified in class 345, subclass 848. 

IV. Claim 1 0-1 7, drawn to a method implementation of decision tree analysis 
and construction, classified in class, 707, subclass 4. 

V. Claims 18-19, drawn to a method of enabling discovery tree processing, 

classified in class 715, subclass 504. 

VI. Claims 20-21, drawn Decision Tree visualization and display, classified in 

class 345, subclass 419. 

VII. Class 22, drawn to an interface implementation of a multitudinal database, 

classified in class 707, subclass 26. 
The inventions delineated by claims 1-6, 7-8, 9, 10-17, 18-19, 20-21 and 22 are 
related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant application, the invention 
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delineated by claims 1-6 has separate utility as a graph generating 
method. Claims 7-8, have separate utility utilizing a window pane and drop 
down box method. Claim 9, has separate utility directed to GUI 
implementation method displaying and analyzing data in a 
multidimensional dataset. Claims 10-17 have separate utility drawn to a 
method implementation of decision tree analysis and construction. 
Claims 18-19 have separate utility drawn to a method of enabling 
discovery tree processing. Claims 20-21 have separate utility directed to 
Decision Tree visualization and display. Finally, Class 22 has separate 
utility drawn to an interface implementation of a multitudinal database. 
Therefore, the seven inventions are distinct even though they could be 
usable together. See MPEP 806.05(d). During a telephone interview 
9/29/2003. Robert Strozler. Reg. No. 34,024 elected GROUP I without 
traverse.

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for 
independent claims 1 and 5: none of the prior art explicitly teach or suggest either alone 
or in any combination computing deviance of data values for each cell of each cross-tab 
using formula. For example, AGRAWAL et al, US Patent No. 6,094,651 shares similar 
teaching with that of the instant application, including On-Line Analytical Processing 
(OLAP), determining values for each cell of the cross-tab, however, does not explicitly 
teach nor suggest computing a deviance of the data values for each cell of each cross- 
tab using formula as disclosed in claim 1b (1). Further, two references by GARTUNG et 
al, classify as related prior art for the following reasons; both inventions, GARTUNG et 
al, US Patent No. 6,321,241 and GARTUNG et al, US Patent No. 5915^257 discuss 
cross-tab modification and analysis utilizing a tree-type data structure analysis. 
However, they do not explicitly teach or suggest in any combination the formula as 
claimed. Further, CANNON, US Patent No. 6,286,005 teach manipulation of a data 
mining engine for multidimensional data analysis, however, as with the prior art, does 
not explicitly teach or suggest in any combination the deviance formula from the instant 
application as disclosed. Therefore, the invention meets conditions for allowance.
